Dynamite, 


The base of this extremely powerful ex- 
plosive is nitro-glycerine, sometimes known 
as nitroleum, which is an amber-like fluid, 
discovered by Sobrero, in 1847. Nitro-gly- 
cerino itself is made by adding glycerine, in 
& manner not necessary hore to particularize, 
toa compound formed of one part of nitric 
acid and two parts of sulphuric acid, ‘This 
terrible agent is known as glonoin oil, and is 
a light yellow, oily liquid, of specific gravity 
ranging from 1°525 to 1°6, It has a pungent 
taste, and but one drop placed on the tongue 
induces intense pain of the spine. Sobrero, 
when he discovered this fluid, was astudent 
at the famous Pelonze Laboratory, Paris, 
He did nothing to develop his discovery; 
but Alfred Nobel, aSwode, being in want 
of a new blasting agent, experimented with 
the new liquid, known to be highly explos- 
ive, and, by adding other ingredients, ob- 
tained the now will known dynamite, This, 
as usually manufactured, is composed of in- 
fusorial earth, porcelain earth, coal dust, 
silicious ashes, ctc., and all this base has to 
be saturated in a certain proportion with 
the nitro-glycerine. The prozess of manu- 
facture is dangerous, and the cost about 
four times that of gunpowder, while the 
power is, perhaps, ten times greater, Be- 
sides dynamite, other explosive compounds 
have been made from nitro-glycerine, auch 
as dualline, a combination of wood gunpow- 
der soaked with this terrible oil, while Tino. 
Sracteur consists of fifty-two parts of nitro- 
glycerine, thirty of silox, twelve of coal 
dust, and two of sulphur, Then there are 
varieties known respectively as colonia pow- 
der, lignose, sebastine, horacline and fulmi-

Tho wind was firat notiood ay being high 
when tho train reachod Buena Vista, It 
kopt on inoreasing in fury, and whon the 
train reached Gerands, in the South Par 
there was a regular hurricane blowing 
vot on the train at Gerands, From there to 
Como is only a short run through the park, 
butit was three hours before we got through.

Again 
tho wind would striko us, and the train 
woukl tromble and almost atop. It was 
jostas it somo giant hand had taken hold of 
itand was pulling it back, The wind made 
dull, hollow sound aa it beat against the 
cars, but above that you could boar the shrill 
whistling through tho tolograph wires, It 
was a vory odd sensation, Every ono could 
fool tho resistance tothe train, Tho ongi- 
cer said be felt all the time aa though ho 
wore pulling a dozen traina at once, Kor 
fifteen minutes before the accident Con- 
ductor Patton was very nervous, Weasked 
him if there was any dangor of the train 
blowing over, Ifo said ho thought not, but 
ho was afraid it would force a wheel off or 
break it. Ho stood in the smoker with his 
hand on the bell rope ready if anything hap- 
pened, Tho brakeman was sont back into 
the coach with instructions to do the samo, 
Tho passongers in the amokor wore all yonng 
follows, We wore chatting about what wo 
would do if the train blow over. Mr. 
Egbert was in the rear coach. He askod 
tho Chief Engincer what he should do if tho 
train blow over, Tho engineer said ho 
should stand by tho closet, so that nothing 
would fall on him, and ho took that position. 
Mr Egbert warned him that the stove would 
catch him, and ho had jast moved from the 
placo when tho train went over. 

“Tho smoker went first. It tipped in 
tho ensiest way imaginable, Tho conductor 
yelled. ‘Hero wo go! everyone caught 
hold of the seats, and tho car just naturally 
laid down on its side, Tho strain twisted 
the draw-bar off between the smoker and 
the baggage car.

We got acroas as best we could, 
When we reached the baggage car we 
thought some one had been killed, as thero 
was blood running from a tio under ono of 
the windows, We soon learned that it camo 
from the baggage master’s nose. He had 
been sitting with his feet cocked up on the 
stove on the upper side of the car, and when 
it went over his nose lit on the window sill 
on the other side, 
“As soon as we found that no one was 
hurt we got tho two ladies and tho children 
who were in the coach over to the engine, aud 
itran down to Como with them, It took 
three men to got one lady from the coach to 
the engine. When they were gone we got 
back into the cars and enjoyed ourselves. 
The peanut boy's box furnished tho refresh- 
ments for the happy occasion, and when the 
engine got back there was nothing leftin it 
but his basket and a life of Jesse James, 
They were afraid to bring down a coach or 
a box car for usso they Baety down two 
engines and a flat car. Werode up toComo 
and laid thero for twenty-six hours before 
going on. It was lucky that Mr, Egbert 
was on board, as ho saw the danger of tlie sit- 
uation and stopped everything on the road at 
once. If tho accident had happened 200 yards 
back of where it did the train would havo 
gone downa thirty-foot embankment.

Various plans have beon doviscd for the 
cure of this distrossing complaint’; but we 
do not believe in restricting tho treatmont 
to any onoromédy.

The 
habit of taking purgatiye medicines to ro- 
lieve the bowels often increases the trouble ; 
that is, the system becomes accustomed to 
this remedy and-thore is no-relief without 
it; the remedy debilitates, and it becomes 
only a question of time how long the troeat- 
ment can be borne. 

An in those cases thoro is always a torpid 
liver we should commence tho treatmont 
with a mild cathartic—as two or three liver 
pills; and then pay especial attention tothe 
diet. Bread mado from crushed wheat or 
oat meal should bo used ; weshould not ro- 
strict the pationt as to other foods, except as 
to quantity. Ho should cat enough, but 
not overload the stomach, A tumbler of 
cold water with a teaspoonful of table salt 
dissolved in it and drank every morning half 
an hour bofore breakfast often rots like 
magic in restoring the bowels to their natur- 
al condition, There aro many caxes of ob- 
stinato constipation, where tho whole trou 
ble exists in the lower part. of tho rectuin, 
by impacting of. feealmatter, due to feeblo 
action of thomuscles, and to a congested and 
dry condition of the mucous mombrane at 
that point. 

Regular and vigorous out-door exercise is 
allimportant. Kneading the bowels with 
the hands hss been recommended ; also, the 
drinking of water frequently, to which we 
should always add a little tablo salt. 

Tho frequent uso of a syringe should be 
avoided, for much the same reason that 
cathartics ought to be avoided. No harsh

how it was, for instance, that the castaway 
adventurer, reduced to earn his living by 
drawing charts, managed so to ingratiate 
himself with the mother, whose husband's 
age might have enabled her to Jook 
higher for her daughter. He must surely 
not only have been a devoted lover but a 
man of a good deal of tact, with great pow- 
or of adapting himself to circumstances, At 
any rate, the union proved a happy one, We 
fancy that the suitor must have won the 
mother's heart by tho interest he showed in 
hor deceased husband's achievements ; for 
after the marriage much of tho household 
conversation turned on this subject, and 
Columbus heard what ficed his soul with 
emulation. Palestrollo had been a man of 
much enterprise, and ho had left behind 
him papers and maps, which proxed to bo

Hé “neyer- 
theless recommends persons employing pet- 
roleum &s a source of heat or light, or who 
troat it industriously, to keep their stock in 
closed veasels, to attend to ventilation, and 
to execute the operations of roctification, 
&c,, under draught hoods.

A WHALE WRECKS A BARK, 


A Mid-Oooan Shook, 
Japt. Rotor Sliorendregt, of Amatordam, 
aha nor in the cabin of tho steamship 
Jam, at tho foot of Sunsox atreet, Jorioy 
City. A’dozon persons were at tho tablo 
with him, including hia wife and daughters 
and the oflicora of hin whip. Thoro wan also 
‘a middle-aged man, with fair hair and board 
‘and aatrongly marked Saxon face, whom 
tho Captain introduced as Capt, Hana Cor- 
noliussen of the Norwogian bark Igna, 

“This is the man,” Capt, Slicrondrogt 

said, “whom L have jist picked up with his 
wife and crow in mid-ocean, aftor they had 
boon wreoked by a whale,” 
1t was on April 30, at about 7 o'clock, 
Capt. Corneliusson naid, “that wo struck 
tho whalo, It way about midway botwoon 
tho Azoros and Newfoundland, We had a 
froah northerly breoxo, with all sails sot, 
and were making about soven knots an hour, 
our cource being weat by north, We worn 
bound from Greenock to Quebeo with coal, 
At 7 o'clock tho crew wero piped to break. 
fant. Thon I wont up on the poor deok and 
took a look around, It was clear and not a 
thing in sight, and I went below with my 
mato. ‘Iwo men were loft above, the man 
at tho wheol and the lookout. Just after we 
sat down at the table the ship seemed to 
strike a rock, and trembled like a leaf, We 
allran on dock, the crew rushing from the 
forecastle and looking over the bow, and the 
mato and myself running to the windward 
side of the bark, By this time the ale was 
again moving ahead, and nobody could seo 
anything but the blue water, which made it 
scom impossible that we could have struck 
a rock, 

“Tran to the keol to seo ifanything came 
up thero, but ene appeared, Looking 
from the bow, I found that the stom post 
was gono. Wokept to our course until the 
next morning, when, the breeze haying 
slackened, I put ont ina boat with two or 
threo men to examine the extent of our dam- 
age, A gront dont, two or three feet long, 
andoxtonding above the water line, had 
boen smashed in our bow. Sticking to the 
splintered timbers in soveral placos was a 
leathery looking substance, black on one 
sido and white on the other, The bark was 
tossing so that it was dangerous to get 
underneath the bow, but I managed to got 
ono of these pieces, about half the sizo of 
my hand. I knew it in & moment, and so 
did the crow when they saw it, It wasa 
pieco of the skin of o whale with a bit of the 
blubber attached, 

‘Tho rock wo had struck was a whale, 
We could seo o much larger piss further 
down as the bark lifted out of the wator, 
but we were unable to get it. I preserved the 
piece which I secured in spirits to exhibit it 
to Mr, L. G. Larsen, the owner of the bark, 
on my return to Sandefjord, buat it was lost 
with a good many othor things when we 
finally abandoned the bark. The noxt day 
we had fine weather and a good breeze from 
the south, 1 found the ship was lecking 
some, but no‘ « ough to alarm me, We 
kept to our corse and made from seven to 
nine knots an hour the next day, I thought 
I was in a fair way to make my passage, In 
the evening the wind worked around to the 
north, and o squall came up. Then tho 
ship beyan to leak worse, and I set the 
pumps at work. The next morning the wind 
had increased, but we were keeping the} 
water down, for every time the ship rolled 
tho pumps were raised out of the water. I 
looked at the break that morning, and all 
the loose wood had been swept away, and 
the surface was as smooth as if it had been 
planed. Tho gale increased, and the water 
‘ained on us, but toward the middle of the 
aFe the wind moderated, and I put on more 
sail on the main mast. We had lost the 
main topsail, on account of not being ablo 
to spare men from the pumps to handle it. 
Six of the men were kept all the time at the 
pumps, and I had to keep three of the other 
sixon the deck. So every man had to work 
four hours and be off only two. We mau- 
aged to continue this until the next day, 
ay 5, when the crewhad become complete- 
ly worm out. They finally dropped work 
and came to me in a body, the carpenter 
and suilmaker speaking for them. They 
said they couldn’t stand the work much long- 
er, and unless something else was done we 
would all be lost, The constant poundin, 
of the water on the bow had forced out al 
the oakum and widened the seams, J turn- 
edthe bark about and sailed eastward in 
order to avoid the force of the waves, as 
they were thrown against us by the winds, 
The water had ealy reached the coal, and 
when it got there 1 know the fine coal would 
stop the pumps. We were watching every 
moment for a sail to get a chance to leave 
er, We worked that night for our lives, 
At daylight the next morning the lookout 
saw a steamer, east bound, with all steam 
on, She was too far off for us to signal 
her. ‘Then, while she was atill in sight we 
sighted the Leerdam, going westward, We 
shaped our course to get as near her as pos- 
sible, and I put out the signal ‘B, C, M.’—‘I 
have to leave my ship.’ They saw it and 
came within hailing distance, Capt. Slier- 
endregt sont second mate Botger in the big 
life boat with six mon, The men left the 
pumps and sprang for her as soon as she 
came alongside, ‘Two tell into the water, 
but were rescued by the boat's crew. My 
wife was injured by falling upon a taut rope, 
The sailors loft everything behind them,and 
I saved very little, The sea was high, and 
the boat's crow did gallant work, and ran 
great riak in coming alongside. The Inga 
had not sunk when we passed out of sight 
of her. The Captain of tho Leerdam made 
us at home and showed such hospitality as 
few men exhibit until our arrival hore, ‘To- 
morrow Ishall go with my men to the Con- 
sul, By the lawof Holland, tho crew of a 


wrecked vessel is returned, but tho Captain 
must pay his passave home,” 

The lost bark was built in 1857 at Sunder- 
land, and was of 669 tons burden,
